Havana, Oct. 15-Charles E. Mag­ 
nolia’8 first day as governor of Cuba 
passed quietly. The palace was singul­ 
arly still, compared with the eventful 
days of the recent regime.

So weighty are our muncipal affairs 
waxing that ifs getting to be no un­ 
usual thing for the city council to burn 
the midnight fuse. 
At its regular 
meeting Monday night the council again 
deliberated until near the small hours. 
The paramount business was the se- 
lectioifof an engineer to plan and sup­ 
ervise the enlargement of the water 
works plant; but while a tardy counti­ 
an was awaited some gas franchise 
propositions were heard. 
Mr. Greenlief of the Oklahoma Nat­ 
ural Gas Company, addressed the body. 
He explained that* his company were 
large oil and gas operators in the terri­ 
tory, having sunk over a hundred wells 
and that they were desirous to test the 
field in this vicinity; that if granted an 
exclusive gas 
franchise they would 
proceed soon to sink a test well near 
by: and failing to find gas here they 
would agree to pipe gas into the city 
from the nearest outside field. He 
read a proposed franchise which re­ 
cited: Life of franchise 25 years; price 
of gas to public 35 cents per 1000 pubic 
feet, 50 cents a month to be consum­ 
er’s minmun 
consumption; must be 
supplying gas to the city in twenty- 
four months; free gas for city hall ami 
library; to begin sinking of well in 90 
days. 
Then a similar proposition from E. 
W. Hardin was read by the city clerk. 
The franchise 
submitted by Mr. 
Hardin was similar iii terms to that of 
Mr. Greenlief, save it placed the max­ 
imum price of gas at 25 cents per 1000; 
75 cents a month for city street lamps; 
pipe laying to begiu within 90 days 
after discovery of * gas 
supply; well 
drilling to begin in 120 days after 
franchise is granted; $8,000 to be ex­ 
pended by grantee in improvement 
first year and at least $1,000 a year 
thereafter; city may purchase the prop­ 
erty after ten years operation; I per 
cent of gross receipts to be paid the 
city for franchise; grantee pledged to 
join no trust. 
Judge C. A. Galbraith and M. D. 
Timberlake each informed the council 
he was also in correspondence with a ^ 


responsible party who desired to apply 
for a like gas franchise. 
No action 
was taken by the council. 


All councilmen being present the 
floor was again extended to the two 
competing engineers, Mr. Green, 
of 
Earl & Green Muskogee, and Mr. 
O’Neil of O’Neil 
Engineering Com­ 
pany, Dallas. 
By midnight the mem­ 
bers of the council having previously 
considered the matter pretty thorongh- 
ly, were informed in the premises as 
thoroughly as it is possible for laymen 
to master the difficult technique of en­ 
gineering plans, ♦ therefore they pro­ 
ceeded to a vote. 
Nettles moved that the plans and 
specifications of both firms be rejected 
and the council, readvertise. It was 
seconded by McFarland. On the motion 
these two and Barton voted “yes,’’the 
other five conncilmen and mayor voted 
“no.” 
It was then moved by Ebey, seconed 
by Timberlake, that the plans and 
specifications of O’Neil be accepted 
! and he be employed as engineer in the 


j enlargement of the water works plant. 
j The motion prevailed by a vote of 7 to 
2, Barton and Nettles voting “no.” 
It would take a proficient engineer 
to write an appreciative comparison of 
the two sets of plans and specifications 
and estimates submitted by the com­ 
peting engineers. Sufice to say the 
plans and estimates for the big dam 
showed 
the 
chief 
difference. 
Mr. 
Green advocated a “crib” dam com­ 
posed chiefly of timber cribs filled with 
rock, whereas Mr. O’Neil urged a dam 
built of concrete. 
The former’s estimate for his crib 
dam, 30 feet high and all other water­ 
works outlay was $35,550. The latters 
corresponding estimate -the dam bein*? 
of concrete —was $32,878. The respec­ 
tive 
estimates were guaranteed to 
cover the 
total expenditure.

Green wanted 4 3-4 per cent of cost for 
engineer’s fees, Mr. O’Neil 5 per cent. 
At the next meeting the council will 
enter into a formal, detailed contract 
with the O’neil Engineering Company.

EVANGELIST PASSES AWAY

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 16.-Rev. 
Sam P. Jones, the well known evange­ 
list of Cartersville, Ga., died yesterday 
of heart failure in a sleeping car on 
train No. 4 of the Rock Island railroad 
near Perry, Ark. 
Mr. Jones had been conducting a 
most successful revival at Oklahoma 
City and left there Sunday night for 
his home in Georgia. He desired to 
attend a family reunion today, it being 
the*fifty-ninth anniversary of his birth. 
Mrs. Jones and his daughters, Mrs. 
Annie Pyron and Miss Julia Jones, 
were with him when he passed away. 
Mr. Jones arose from his berth in the 
sleeping car at about 5 o’clock and 
complained of sickness in his stomach. 
He drank a glass of hot water and im­ 
mediately afterward collapsed. Rev. 
Walter Holcomb, who has been as­ 
sociated with Mr. Jones for a number 
of years, took the dying man in his 
arms and in a few minutes the evange­ 
list breathed his last. 
The body has been embalmed and 
shipped to Cartersville where interment 
aiill be made.

lei Porter Jones, 
evangelist, 
bearing the title of local preacher in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
was born in Chambers county, Ala., 
Oct. 16, 1847. .He removed to Carters­ 
ville, Ga , in 1859, studied under private 
tutors and at boarding schools and was 
admitted to the Georgia bar in 1869, 
beginning the practice of law. 
His 
professional work, according to his 
statements, was interfered with to 
such an extent by hjs intemperate hab­ 
its that his business was destroyed. In 
1872, after the death of his father, he 
was converted to Christianity and joined 
the Methodist church, soon entering 
the ministry as a traveling preacher in 
connection with the North Georgia an­ 
nual conference, continuing until 1880. 
He founded, organized, 


served as agent for the Decatur Or­ 
phan’s Home from 1881 to 1893. 
Taking up revivalistic work after 
1892, Rev. Jones traveled extensively 
over the South, engaging in holding 
special revival services. 
He was also 
in demand as a lecturer and was fre­ 
quently engaged at summer Chautau­ 
qua meetings. 
“Sam Jones* Sermons,” edited by 
himself, has been and is still widely 
read throughout the United States. 
“Quit Your Meanness,” “The Music 
Hall Series,” “Sam Jones’ Own Book” 
and “St. Louis Series, Thunderbolts,” 
are other books written by the well­ 
known evangelist. 


New York Oct. 15—Mjrs. Jefferson 
Davis, widow of the President of Con­ 
federate States, is dying of pneumonia 
at the Hotel Majestic here. 
It is be­ 
lieved that she can not survive more 
than a few hours. Mrs. Davis has been 
ill several days, but it has been be­ 
lieved that she would recover up to last 
night, when a sudden change for the 
worse was noticed. 
Mrs. Davis went to the Majestic 
hotel a short time ago upon her return 
from the Adirondacks, where she spent 
most of the summer. 
The day she 
reached town she was stricken with a 
severe cold, which induced pheumonia. 
Her marvelous vitality, however gave 
hope of ultimate recovery unlil last 
evening, when her physician announced 
the end was near.

Washington.—IJeut. Gen. Henry C. 
Horbin. U. S. A., chief of 
staff 
and 
lately in charge of the northern divis­ 
ion of the army, with headquarters in 
St. Louis..has been placed o n the re­ 
fired list. Gen. Arthur MacArthur will 
succeed him as lieutenant general and 
chief of staff and Gen. aA. W. Greely 
will succeed him in command * in the 
western city. 
Gen. Corbin succeeded Gen. Bates 
as lieutenant general of the army in 
April la st 
lie has been in active ser­ 
vice since the year 1862, when he en­ 
tered the volunteer army as second 
lieutenant of the Eighty-third Ohio 
infantry. 
During the civil war the Ohio sol­ 
dier rose to the rank of brevet briga­ 
dier general of volunteers. 
When the 
forces were recalled from 
the field 
lien. Corbin was appointed to the reg­ 
ular service as a second lieutenant of 
the Seventeenth infantry. 
In 1880 he 
was transferred to the adjutant gen­ 
eral’s department, and he remained at­ 
tached to that branch of the service. 
in name at least, until he became a 
lieutenant general. 
W o t several years Gen. Corbin was 
stationed in Chicago. 
He was a lieu­ 
tenant colonel aud assistant adjutant 
general of the then division of the 
Missouri, when Gen. Miles command­ 
ed. with headquarters in Chicago. 
The last Sioux war 
broke out 
In 
December, 1800. and Col. Corbin ac­ 
companied Gen. Miles to South Dako­ 
ta, where headquarters were 
estab­ 
lished in the 
field. 
At 
this 
time 
Miles and Corbin 
apparently 
were 
good friends, hut afterw ard, wheu the 
form er was promoted to the command 


general and Capt. John J. Pershing to 
be brigadier general. 
These 
promo­ 
tions are made to fill vacancies inci­ 
dent to the retirement of Corbin. 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, who is the 
senior brigadier general, waived the 
promotion to the higher grade in order 
to give Gen. Lee an 
opportunity 
to 
reach it before he retired. 
Gen. Lee 
will retire next January 
and 
there 
would have been no vacancy in the 
grade of major general 
before 
that 
date had Gen. Bell 
been 
appointed. 
Gen. MacArthur is now commanding 
the division of the Pacific 
and 
will 
continue in that position. 
Gen. Lee is now in command of the 
department of the Visayas. 
His pro­ 
motion makes three major generals 
in the Philippines. It is expected that

RECIPES FOR SOME SIMPLE AP­ 
PETIZING DISHES. 


Fish Cutlets Maks a Welcome Change 
in the Menu— Jam Eclairs— In­ 
gredients In Preparation of 
Hash au Gratin. 


Fish 
Cutlets.—These 
cutlets 
fcre 
made from cold boiled fish th at has 
been freed from bones 
and 
Waked. 
Make a sauce from one 
cup of 
hot 
milk, one aud one half level teaspoons 
of butter, and three level tablespoons 
of flour. 
Cook three m inutes, season 
with salt and pepper, add the beaten 
yolk of an egg and a teaspoon of finely 
chopped parsley. Turn into two cups 
of flaked fish and stir. 
Cool the mix­ 
ture or shaping by hand. Dip iu beat­ 
en egg and form into cutlets, using 
the tin form, 
then 
in 
fine 
bread 
crum bs and fry in deep hot fat. Drain 
on brown paper 
and 
garnish 
with 
parsley. 
Jam Eclairs.—Cook together 
one 
cup of w ater and one-quarter cup of 
butter, and as soon as 
the

point is reached stir in all at once 
oue cup of flour and keep stirring un­

aside to cool, then add, one at a time* 
four eggs, beating the batter well Im1 
tween each addition.

Men of millions as well as clerks, m essenger 
boys and truckmen, went to old Trinty church 
to say farewell to Rev. Mr. W ilkinson, who has 
gained the title of “Rector of Wall Street*” and 
he closed there one of the most remarkable mis­ 
sions ever known in New York or anywhere else. 
For five days a week Rev. Mr. W ilkinson, 
who often calls himself plain “Wilkinson,” has 
stood at the noon hour in front of the custom-house and those of every sta­

brokers and merchants have sought him out after his serv­ 
ices and have invited the evangelist of the street to their homes. 
They have 
taken him to luncheon, offered him the use of their offices and have don* 
everything possible to help him.

STRANGE, BEAUTIFUL CAVES. 


New 
York.—The 
moat 
beautiful 
natural caves In 
the world 
are 
in 
New South 
Wales. They 
are only 
partially explored, because many of 
them are remote from any railway. 
Those at Jenolan can be seen In part 
In a trip of three or four days from 
Sydney, but only a glimpse of their 
marvelous beauties can be Obtained • 
unless one has plenty of time at one’s 
disposal and an 
extensive 
camping 
outfit. 
One of the most beautiful, the River 
cave, takes its name from the pres­ 
ence of an underground waterway or 
take IOO feet wide, which 
must 
be 
grossed in a boat. The cave itself is 
400 feet long, And contains som e of 
the most magnificent formation in the 
whole group. 
Its walls are chocolate- 
colored, and dotted over with trans 
parent 
“mysteries.” 
The caverns are surprisingly beau­ 
tiful, and are decorated from end to 
end. 
There are “shawls” eight feet 
In diameter, massive fluted columns 


30 feet high; clear pools with crystal 
floors 
15 
feet 
in 
diameter, 
and 
“shawls” 
with 
translucent 
white 
bands, alternating with 
very 
dark 
bands. 
The variety of tints exhibited 
by the formations is not equalled in 
any cave In Jenolan. 
For mysterious 
beauty, variety and grandeur it is 
difficult* to imagine anything to sur­ 
pass the coverns of the new brancher 
of the Lucas cave.

When you have quitted the room at­ 
tend to the door. 
Open 12 hours la­ 
ter. 
Although this reads very simply 
the matter is not so satisfactory as 
might be supposed. Wall papers, and 
not seldom colored fabrics are dam­ 
aged by the fumes, so care must be 
used.

BORE UNDER NORTH RIVER COMPLETED. 
The first train to run under the North river 
from New York to New Jersey made its trip the 
other day, 6,000 feet from shore line to shore 
line. 
The two ends of the great North river tun­ 
nel which the Pennsylvania road has been build­ 
ing were brought together. 
When the two ends were connected It was 
found they met in perfect alignment, and the 
most sanguine anticipations of the engineers in 
charge of the work were realised. 
Indeed, 
it 
might be said that these anticipations were more 
than realized, for the running of the first train 
took place just one year ahead of scheduled time. 
The rapidity of the construction work is all 
the more remarkable because of the unforeseen 
obstacles that were encountered as the work 
progressed. 
The divergent rock and soil forma­ 
tions through which the tunnel had to be car­ 
ried were responsible for much unlooked-for trouble, together with the dan­ 
gers encountered through the piercing of gas pockets and other natuial hin- 


There still remains much detail work to be accomplished, and it will 
be a long time still before the long tubes are ready for the regular traffic of 
the road, but the tunnel is an accomplished fact.

can walk dry shod from Jersey to Manhattan.
